This Side of J ordan--By Roark 
Bradford.

It is difficult for a person to compre­ 
hend the magnitude of the automobile 
business in the United States. 
The indus­ 
try started something like three decades 
ago has become the great manufacturing 
industry in the United States.

early inception it has constantly grown 
by leaps and bounds. More than nine out 
o^ v ery ten automobiles in the world to­ 
day ^'eré manufactured in the United 
States.
